The Deseronto Tribune ie out with 
an able article In whjeh it advocates 
the establishment of an experimental 
farm in the MY district, of Bastorn 
Ontario. The project is one which 
•hould receive the united suoaort of 
the farraete and piess of fjie district, 
and we feel if tht matter is Uit} before 
the Ontario and Dominion Govern¬ 
ments in the proper light it would lead 
to the establishment of a model farm 
in ono of the places raontioned in the 
following article from The Tribune, 
which wo quote In futl : 

“ The Ontario Agricultural college and 
experimental farm at Gnelpb god the 
Dominion experimental farm at Ottawa 
have both been of inoalonlable value to the 
farming interest* of Ontario. They have 
been instructive in stimulating to new and 
improved methods of oultwating the soil > 
and breeding better classes of cattle. They 
have served as object lessons to thousands i 
of farmers who have from jear to year paid 
them visits of inspection. The most ordi 
oary '^observer could not fail to glean a 
great deal of valuable information and 
receive a stiraulous to tha adoption of 
more modern and scientific methods of 
agriculture. They- have especially aerved 
to create and foster In tbvbreaetof visiting 
farmers a pride in their ealiin'g which baa 
hitherto been lacking. Tha money ex¬ 
pended on both farms has been well spent 
and is begrudged by but very few people 
in this province. The new farm at Waubi 
goon is also proving of great inteteet as its 
experiments and methods are eepecially 
adapted to the needs of new oolonists in 
Algoma and northern Ontario. The Tri¬ 
bune has long been of the opinion that the 
Ontario government, or the Ontario govern¬ 
ment and Dominion government oombined, 
might with great advantage establish 
another experimental farm in the Bay 
district of Lantern Ontario. Qnelfh and 
Ottawa are almost too far distant for 
frequent visits from the mass of the 
farmers in this part of the provinoe. The 
nature of the country and special condi¬ 
tions arising therefrom call for peculiar 
methods of agriculture. For many obyions 
seasons the farmers of this part of Ontario 
stick most tenaciously to old manners and 
customs. lienee the greater need a 
model farm whicKcould be more generally 
and frequently visited by the f^mers of 
the counties from Trenton to Brockville 
The location of each a farm is a matter of 
secondary interest. A soore of suitable 
places might be mentioned, Napanee, 
Tweed, Newburgh, Enterprise. Shannon- 
ville, Deseronto, Ilarrowsmitb, etc., would 
bo admirable points for suoh a farm. It 
need not be on such a large scale as those 
at Ottawa and Guelph ; in faot it should 
be subsidiary to them. Members of their 
staff could be utilized in its supervision 
and management. Its direction would 
thus not involve a very heavy expenditure. 
To secure this boon for this part of Ontario 
only requires united effort on the part of the 
farming interests of the counties concerned. 
Our parliamentary representatives would, 
no aoabt, unite in pressing upon the 
Ontario and Dominion governments the 
necessity of such a farm. Presidents of 
farmers’ institutes and agricultural socle 
ties should especially cooperate and at an 
early day, by deputation or otherwise, wait 
upon the governments 10 that appropria¬ 
tions for the purpose might be placed in 
the estimates of tne two legislatures. It is 
but seldom that the farmers or these 
counties ask a favor from government 5 
suiely this will not be denied.

IVrli.i,** 
the most curious and important condi¬ 
tion ,,f audibility is that tin- thunder* 
wav uL sound shall not be refracted or 
r, (leeteiMiy llie layers of wattu android 
air between the observer and lA 1 ' light¬ 
ning or by the layers of wind, swift 
above and slow below, so as to euliyelv 
pass over or around the observer. Sound, 
in its wave-like progress obllqm ly 
iliroitgli layer* of air of different densi¬ 
ties, i* subject to refraction, and tins 
refraction may occur at any time ami 
place. Thus, observers at the topmast 
of a ship frequently hear fog whistles 
that are iuamlible at sea level; tlmsc on 
hilltop* hear thunder that., cannot Is- 
heard in the valley; those in ffont of an 
obstacle hear sounds inaudible to those 
la-hind it. 

The rolling of thunder, like that of 
a distant cannonade, may be largely due 
to special n-licetions and refraction* of 
Hound. Again, the greater velocity of 
the air at considerable altitudes above 
the ground distorts the sound wave and 
shortens the limit of audibility to t|»c 
leeward, while Increasing it to the aiud* 
wurd.

To 
answer tli.n question exhaustively and 
accurately would he to anticipate the 
verdict of the last day upon our re¬ 
spective civilizations. Eor there in uo 
more authentic gauge or met re-.wand 
or civilisation than the position which 
limy accord to wouiau. Woman is 
nearer the divine than man. lienee to 
unk, Wlmt think you of woBiauY in to 
demand an answer which will reveal 
how much the iwawerer has been 
evolved from lirutnlity, how fur he lots 
iLMcnded the uuemliiig spiral whicli 
lemln from clay to deify. 

Judged by this test there are mHUous 
ulike of Americium und of English who 
can lianlly Ik* regarded as civilized at 
all. Wnnaii in to these masses if poor 
a mere drudge, if rich a mere pluythmg. 
us she Inin been through long p.mt 
ages of slow developments mid as she 
is still tft-day in more than omvhnlf tin* 
nuttons of the workl. Hut there is no 
use considering these aboriginals. The 
only way in to arrive at an estimate, 
of the difference between the respect 
shown to women in England and Am¬

If they receive 
less of the miiuiU change of outward 
courtesy, do nevertheless rceefcve nm h 
more solid and serious respect and con¬ 
sideration than American women enj n\ 
This may be heresy in your eyes, but I 
speak an I have seen and as I believe. 

I don't underestimate tin* small change 
of civilities, Englishmen of tin* old 
school are in thin respect far and away 
tin superior of the young and less cere 
rr.onioiiH generation.

As she burst open the door 
the flames rushed past her, and in an 
instant the upstairs was a seething furnace 
Her two boys slept in the first room, but 
before Mrs. Eager bad reached the room 
one of them had leaped from the window. 
Seizing the other she threw him through 
the open window, and then made a mad 
ruth to rescue the girls, who were sound 
asleep, little dreaming of the awful death 
that awaited them. On the way sho was 
overcome by the heat and in a few seconds 
her clothes caught lire. Stunned, burned 
and blinded, site fell to the floor, and groped 
her way to the window and threw herself to 
the ground, where wil ing hands came to 
her rescue and tore the burning clothes 
from hor body. All efforts to save the 
I children were useless, and in another in¬ 
stant tho roof foil in, brryiug the bodies of 
tho unfortunate children in the burning 
embers.

Nspanee Gaol Statistics for the year 
ending 30th 8ept. 1897. 

We glean the following from Governor 
Vanluveu's yearly report of the Napanee 
gaol for tho year ending Bept. 80 b, 1897. 
Un Oct. 1st, 1890, there were 2 male 

E risenera remaining in custody. The num- 
ar of persons committed daring the 
year, ending 80th Sept., 1897, was 50, 41 
males and 9 females. Of this number 20 
males and 9 females were committed for 
the first time, 3 males for the second time 
and 10 for the third time. Of the males 1 
was confmitsed noon civil prooessgs. 1 was 
acquitted on trial and discharged, *8 wero 
discharged without trial, 1 discharged upon 
suspended sentence, 2 are now awaiting 
trial, and the number sentenced for aoy 
period and bv all courts was 20 males and 
8 females. One female was discharged on 
suspended sentence. Only one prisoner 
was sentenced direct to tho Central Prison 
and two to the penitentiary. One female 
was sentenced to the Mercer Reformatory, 
and one died in gaol while undergoing 
eontence. 23 males and (> females are now 
retained in gaol until the expiration of 
sentence. Of the prisoners 0 males were 
sentenced for a peroid of 80 days, 8 males 
and 2 females for periods between 30 and GO 
days, aud 2 males and 2 females for 2 
months. For peroids ranging between 
three and four months, 5 males and 3 
females. Three males wero sentenced for 
0 months, 1 for 1 year, and 2 males were 
sent to the penitentiary for two years. 
The number of prisoners committed 
whose expenses were defrayed by the 
governmcnt--17 males and 1 female, while 
23 males and 7 females were maintained by 
the municipalities. Of the prisoners oon- 
lined 29 males and 9 females were 
Canadians. The remainder were males 
and their nationalities are given as follows : 
1 English, 2 Irish, 2 Hootch, and 5 from 
the United States. Ten were Roman 
Catholios, 7 Church of England. 8 Pres 
byterians, and 22 Mothodists. Twenty of 
the prisoners were married and 28 unmar¬ 
ried. two of the females being married and 
the remaining seven single. Seven males 
anil 3 females oould neither read nor write. 
Twenty-five were reported temperate and 
23 intemperate. The cost of maintaining 
the gaol during the year, inoluding salaries 
and repairs was 91 748 G8. The daily coat 
per prisoner for rations was 9J cent*. The 
greatest number of prisoners confined at 
any time during the year was 11 aud tho 
lowest 2. On the evening of Sept. 39th, 
Where was h prisoners in gaol, 4 males and 
4 females. Of this number 2 males are 
awaiting trial, 2 are undergoing a two 
months sentence and the 4 females are 
there for a period of 2 months and over. 
The offences for whioh the prisoners were 
oommitted are as follows :

Many theories and conjectures 
aa to the probable manner in which the job 
was accomplished have been advanced, but 
the one Arhioh The Exiuiemk bad the dia¬ 
mine don of first promulgating and which 
connected the tramps,- who were camped 
on Hawley’* Point daring the summer, 
with tho barglary, is tba one most 
generally acoeptcd. In connection with 
this the following from the Oshaw* Vindi¬ 
cator will prove of interest 

J. S. Murray, who returned recently 
from hie 'trip to Scotland, stopped the 
Vindicator man on the street and inquired 
whei^tbe Napanee bank robbery ocourred. 
He was told on the night of August 27th, 
whereupon he stated that the steamer 
Scotsman, which left Montreal on August 
28th, contained two foreigmrs. One bad 
•hipped for Copenhagen, the other for 
Berlin. One was a steerage, the other an 
intermediate passenger. They bad plenty of 
money, and spent it freely. He noticed par¬ 
ticularly that they kept apart, and did not 
appear to have anything in oornmon with 
each other, but were often together in quiet 
parts of the ship, and would separate whan 
a third party approaohed. One was tall 
and slight in build, the other short and 
thick-eel, with a blonde faoe. He waB a 
German. The tall man had a dark objo 
whisker and had seyeral tools in his 
pockets, and claimed that his mechanical 
ingennity had been employed in handling 
patent rights, and his success in that line 
accounted for his abundant supply of 
money. Both men kept a cloxe eye on 
their bunks and whenever anyone appro¬ 
ached their sleeping-place the passengers 
wero soon on hand. 

Mr. Mnrray said he was particularly 
impressed with their freedom with money, 
ana it woe not until Tuesday that tbs 
thought ooonrrsd to him that thsy might 
havo got their money in Napanee. Hence 
his inquiry of the date or the robbery. 
They came to the ship at the last moment, 
and on the way over hi became quite 
intimate with them and they had several 
games of cards together to wile away the 
time. He oould not remember their names. 
They were foreign names, but he would 
know them again if be heard them. There 
was a man on from Belleville whose name 
he thought was Lindsay. In speaking of 
Belleville on ship board one day, it was 
clear that the two moneyed men knew 
more about the place and surrounding 
country than Lindsay. 

Mr. Murray’s statement, supported by 
the fact that two of the unsigned Btolen 910 
bills were put in circulation at Montreal, 
hangs together so well that it would seem 
there is something in the story worth 
inveligating.

The writ 
also includes Mr. C. Bogart, assistant 
manager of the Toronto branch, who per- 
sonally directed the proseuatioq, and 
detectives Dougherty and Wjlkes for con¬ 
spiring to injare Mr. Ponton.

dishonouring the religion of his baptism, 
ajid defying the laws of Holy Church, and 
giving public scandal before society : and 
We furthermore reserve to Ourself alone 
the power to absolve from this heinous 
crime.” niB Grace’s fulminatioiT was 
occasioned by a marriage whicn took place 
in the Congregational Church. Kingston, 
the other day. It appears that a yoofig 
lady member of tho Archbishop’s flock 
acted as bridesmaid at the wedding and 
Mgr.

The Montreal Herald, acting on tLe 
assumption that the Couoty Crown Attor 
nev had charge of tho case*against W. H. 
Ponton, gave that official a rare old 
wiggtDg. The Crown Attorney- direc ed 
the following letter to the Herald setting 
forth his connection with the case and the 
communication appeared in Tuesday’s 
issue of that journal: 

(To Hm; Editor of TIm; Herald, Montreal, <^ue J 

My Pear Sir;—It is not my custom to 
niter a newspaper controversy in defence 
of any official action of mine, but an 
article in the editorial columns of your 
paper of the 20th demands not an explana¬ 
tion but a contradiction on ray part, and a 
suggestion that your editor should be 
ceitain of facts before criticising so harshly 
a public officer. 

The prosecution of Mr. Ponton was a 
private one, as I believe at the instance of 
the Dominion Bank, and was conducted 
by the local solicitors of the bank. I was 
never consulted about the matter by either 
the bank solicitors or tbe detectives either 
before or after the arrest, and I never met 
the detectives officially or otherwise until 
tbe progic-ss of the trial. I had absolutely 
no conduct of the case nor was I consulted 
about it by either the solicitors or tbe 
detectives from start to finish. As u 
possible tinder our laws and as it is in 
many instances the custom, the private 
prosecutors had their own counsel who 
conducted the caee without asking any 
assistance from me.- 

Now as to my official connection with 
the case Upon the day before the trial 
started the Police Msgistrate asked me if 
I had anything to do with the prosecution, 
to which I replied that I had not. He 
then asked me to attend the hearing, 
listen carefully to the evidence produced, 
and be in a position to advise him upefn 
any points concerning wh : ch he might 
wish my opinion. This I did. The pro¬ 
secution was at tho instance of a large and 
responsible corporation conducted by its 
own solicitors, and while, during the 
progress of the trial, it may have been felt 
that very tritliDg evidence was being pro-
